BB it ordained by the City Council of the 


City of Newark, Ohio: 


That from and after the taking effect of

INCIDENTS IN THE LIFE OF THIS 


POPULAR ENGINEER. 


He Carried the 
Loree Special and 


Was Complimented by New B. 


& O. President. 


The sad death of Engineer 
Milo 


Francis, one of the most popular nie.i 
in Newark, continues to be a general 
topic of conversation, and his life on 
the rail was fall o! interesting inci- 
dents. 


He had a narrow escape from death

Vernon. 
He was coming 
south on 


fast train No. 8 one dark night, and a 
freight ahead had run past the clear- 
ing post, and the engine was on the 
main track. The result was a side- 
wipe in which Mr. Francis had his 
left hand mangled and his baok hurt, 
the latter injury bothering him until 
the day of his death. 


Next to his family Milo Francis lov- 


ed his engine, the 13C8, one of tho bc=t 
pieces of machinery on the B. & O., 
which was in the shop at the time of 
his fatal trip on the SS5, being fixed 
for the Labor Bay 
excursion 
next 


Monday. 


He was an engineer who knew what 


was needed to keep his engine in good 
repair, and had it 
done. 
The 13G8 


regularly pulled Q. D. freight trains 
97 and 98, usually 
meat trains, and 


the most important freights on the 
B. & O. These trains make almost as 
good as passenger time, and an em- 
ploye that "lays out" one of them will 
"get time" as quickly as if it were a 
passenger.

Grouse, Milo Francis was picked to 
run important special trains. It was 
he at the throttle of the 1368, who 
pulled the "Loree special", the finest 
train ever run over these divisions. 
This train consisted 
of five private

and waa run about two months ago 
on a tour of inspection o"f the Penn- 
eylvaia company's new property. 
- Conductor Grouse had charge of the 
train, and from Sandusky to Newark,

African war I have been greatly pain- 
ed to notice the Outlook's 
decided 


leaning to\varu 
the Biiubh goveiU- 


ment without the least condemnation 
of its course in trampling 
on 
the 


treaty of 1884. in which the boundar- 
ies of the "South African Republic" 
| were definitely fixed and its independ- 


! ence fully recognized with the single 


i qualification of England's right to con- 
trol its foreign1 treaties. 
I do not 


know T.-hether the editor and editorial 


i staff of the Outlook are familiar with 
i 
i the provisions of this treaty or not, 


j but I am certain that those provisions 


I were never clearly stated in your col- 
umns; and when I took the liberty of 


j writing to you some months ago and 


j asked you to explain your editorial 


I assertion that "the Boers did not- ob- 


I tain full independence in 1884," you 


1 would not publish iry communication 
or give it any answer in your columns. 
And notwithstanding the plain provi- 
sions of this treaty you rather sus- 
tained-you certainl never condemned 
—the preposterous claim of the Brit- 
ish government that it had a right to 
control the franchise laws and other 
domestic affairs 
of 
the Transvaal. 


Neither did you ever -condemn that 
government for 
its provocation of 


war—I can not describe its action "by 
any milder name—for the purpose of 
extending the British "empire" over 
the territory of the South African Rs-* 
publics. Of course other metropoliraa 
journals, both secular and religious, 
pursued the same course, but it al- 
ways seeemd to me that the Outlook 
should have been more 
consistent 


and more intelligent! 


And now when a mighty conflict is 


on between the United States Steel 
corporation and organized labor, -where 
are you "at"? 
In the Outlook of Aug- 


ust 10, is a somewhat lengthy ..discus- 
sion of the strike in which there is no 
appreciation of the vital issue between 
the two- parties, no sympathy for the 
employes of the great corporation ir. 
their fight for the same right of o>-- 
ganizaticn that is enjoyed by capital 
and no condemnation of this corpo-r?- 
tion for its effort to suppress the A n- 
algamated Association or deprive it of 
all control over the wages of its mem- 
bers. Perhaps I would have no right 
to complain of your pronouncing judg- 
ment against the strike, if you had 
only stated the issue clearly and ex- 
plicitly.

It Takca Youth and Strength and 


Couraere to Hold an Engineer's Job 
on One of Tliene Brain Whirling, 
Xerve Hacking Ran*. 
' 


"One of the greatest difficulties of 


the r€al mountain roads, like the Colo- 
rado Midland, the Rio Grande "Western 
and the Denver and Rio Grande, is iu 
setting engineers," Said the city pas- 
senger agent of the Rio Grande West- 
ern road. This gentleman is familiar 
with all the intermountain roads, 
where the trains have to all but fly to 
reach some of their destinations. 


"One might suppose that all roads 


WOl^l'l look pljl-ro to t'1f> ovnovioppnr'J pri- 
iriiieor, but they don't. Along some of 
the prairie roads an engineer can take 
c. vun on any new track almost as well 
us on one he has traveled for years and 
knows with his eyes shut. But here iu 
the west it is Different. Down in Colo- 
rado. where are some of the greatest 
monuments to the railroad builder that 
have ever been erected, an engineer 
has to travel over the roads sometimes 
ftft- weeks with old, experienced engi- 
neers who know the track before he 
will be trusted -with a train. It isn't a 
question of engineering ability; merely 
one of experience. 


'"It is enough to take a fellow's nerve 


to sweep around some of those moun- 
tain curves aud passes for the first 
time. Some good men never take more 
than their first ride. I have seen engi- 
neers come from the east, men of gilt 
edge character and ability, who lost 
thoir nerve with the first trip and took 
the fir&t train for a flatter country. 
Dizzy reverse curves, trestles that 
see m to totter in the "wind, precipices 
that seem to yawn for a fellow's life 
and grades that are a revelation of 
horror to tho newcomer crowd in be- 
wildering confusion on the view, and 
unless a fellow is as stolid as an ox or 
nervy as' the mischief he is apt to lose 
his head. 


"You would be surprised at the num- 


ber of young engineers who are on the 
mountain roads. For one thing, a man 
docs not last there as be does on a less 
picturesque, more prosaic run. It takes 
youth and strength and courage of a 
rare order to stand it all. The compa- 
nies are the most appreciative in the 
•world, for they realize how hard it is to 
get a gco/1 man. and they treat a good 
vnaii rigb.t royally." But even this does 
not attract a surplus of the right sort. 


"The principal dangers are in the 


heavy grades and in the sharp curves, 
though landslides are far from un- 
known. One must know his train aud 
his road like a book to get through 
"with his life on the Marshall pass, for 
instance, where you seem to plunge 
headlong down the mighty bill. A ruck 
on the track, a broken -wheel, a runa- 
way car or a failure of the brakes to 
~>Vo;'k would cud in a smash "up -that 
would startle the whole country- The 
hill might be a glare of ice or frost, it 
might be wet or snowy, and if you &et 
tlio airbrake too bard so ns to stnrt the 
"wheels to sliding down the hill you go 
like a gigantic toboggan, with death 
ami destruction at the end of the ride. 
The management of the airbrake auj 
knowing where the curves and danger- 
ous places are is the greatest part of an 
engineer's education in the mountains. 


'"For my owu part, knowing the dan- 


gers as I do. I feel nervous after riding 
100 miles over the "wildest parts of the 
ror.ds even as a passenger. I rode 
through the Royal gorge on the engine 
a faw weeks ago and was glad when 
the ride was over. It makes a fellow 
feel trembly like to think what might 
be, though the "worst rarely happens. 
Suoh is the care taken in equipment 
and in g-etting the best men that the 
mountain roads have :is small a propor- 
tion of losses us the dead level roads of 
the plains. But it takes a uinu of nerve 
to pilot a train through some of the 
wilder regious. 


"A freight tralu is the "worst, in that 


it is much heavier than a passcuger 
and is expected, to make almost the 
same time. All the .heavy stock trains 
going east, 25 lo 30 cars, make passen- 
ger schedule. A freight is so loosely 
coupled as to be very unmanageable at 
critical points. The stock trains are the 
terror of the engine drivers aud all the 
trainmen. 


"A fellow isn't necessarily a coward 


whoD lie throws \ip his job as engineer 
over the mountain roads, after seeing 
what J.he dangers are. Not one passen- 
ger in 10,000 would assume the same 
danger. The position calls for absolute- 
ly steady nerve, aud one who feels that 
he is likely to get rattled isjlangerous 
to himself, to the company and to all 
who rifle behind him. A man must 
think and act like lightning in (.he face 
of so many dangers that he must be 
sure of his ability to stand the strain. 
No one stays any great number of 
years. It is beyond one's power to do' 
so and be safe. A man may be brave 
aud willing and all that, but these are 
not enough. He must be sure and proof 
against stampede. Such a man is worth 
everything to the companies, aud they 
treat him like a prince."— Butte Inter- 
Mouutain.
